Not long ago a neighbor we all 
greatly loved passed away. Wish­ 
ing to pay our respects, a number 
of us went about the rural area 
where I live to collect money to 
send flowers for this purpose. I 
was assigned a certain road. 
Everybody cheerfully contributed 
and at the funeral the front of 
the country church wa* stacked 
with lovely flower*. 
When the matter wa* put up 
to Mrs. Myers and me we could 
only agree to cooperate fully. But 
between ourselves we thought 
that aueh a fund might well be 
ua**d to establish a memorial fund 
f r the church maintenance, for 
toe much-needed church organ, 
or for the hospital under con­ 
struction. A few r.eeka later Mr*. 
Myers, returning from a meeting 
of the hospital board, told me of 
the gift! recently made to the 
hospital, In lieu of flowers, In 
honor of an outstanding citizen 
of the county seat who died. A 
little later we learned of a gift of 
•evert! books to tha local library 


of flowers at funerals was pre­ 
sented. The person presenting 
this matter did so in connection 
with the problem of church fi­ 
nances and explained that then, 
when no funeral was pending, 
Ibis matter could be considered 
objectively. 
There seemed to be general 
agreement that this wise way 
should prevail. A number of In­ 
dividuals expressed the wish that 
lf anyone wished to pay respects 
when they had died, they hoped It 
would be In the form of a fund 
that would live on and on right 
bere. 
Fortunately, there Is a growing 
practice among discriminating 
persona announcing a death In 
th# family to request that no 
flowers be sent. 
While something may be said 
for a few flowers at funerals. Just

services, lf most of the money 
spent last year for floral gifts at 
funeral* had been gift* to an Im­ 
perishable muse.
